BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, Nov. 28. (By the 
Associated Press).—Fontaine Notre Dame was today virtually No 
Man's Land, over which swirl a never-ending deluge of machine 
gun bullets from the ranks of the opposing forces drawn up on either 
side of this blood-drenched little hamlet. A bright warm ,sun was 
shining down from an almost cloudless sky, but it broug rht little 


cheer to the battle-weary German and British troops, for it only | 


served to throw into bold relief the awful picture of desolation and 
carnage within the confines of this village, through which all day 
yesterday grim death had stalked among the contending: warriors. 

It is probabie that some parties of Germans were still clinging 
to their secret strongholds among the ruined buildings and that 
British guardsmen also were hidden among the cellars at various 
points. But for the most part, Fontaine Notre Dame was a place of 
the dead; they lay about the streets to tell the story of cruel tragedy 
enacted about them.

Gonscription of Married Men 


The Military Serviee Act ap 
plies, of course, to married men 
as well as to single men, If the 
required number of men is not 
secured from the class of single 
men now ealled up the conserip- 
tion of married men follows as a 
necessary consequence, An Appeal 
Judge told a Toronto applicant 
for exemption that he understood 
the intention was to call up Class 
Two in February. Class Two in 
eludes married men between the 
ages of 20 and 34, and widowers 
between these ages who have no 
children dependent upon them, 
The Toronto Telegram promptly 
responded by demanding very for- 
cibly that the Judge be relieved 
from any further part in carrying 
out the Military Serviee Act, be- 
cause of the ‘‘alarmist report’’ he 
had given out. The significant 
fact, however, is that while the

The effect 
of it is to make the canvassers for 
bonds also tax-collectors for the 
There is a double reason, 
therefore, for wishing them the 
maximum of suecess. 


Supply? 
The food controller has been ad- 
dressing a representative gather- 
ing of Ontario women on the des- 
perate necessity of conserving 
food in Canada, in order to make 
up the shortage in France and 
Italy. He is in position to know 
how grave the situation is, and re- 
presents it as being about as grave 
as it could be. In that case the 
duty confronting Canada is not 
simply to economize the present 
supply of food, but to do all possi 
ble to ensure the production of a 
still larger supply next year. In 
Great Britain and United States 
the Governments have found it 
necessary to establish minimum 
prices, extending in the case of 
Great Britain to the year 1919, as 
a guarantee to the farmers against 
loss and an inducement to them to 
produce to the utmost limit. In 
Canada no sort of guarantee has 
been given to the farmers, while 
in respect of wheat a limit has 
been placed upon the priee they 
may ask or get. In this part of 
the country the prospect in regard 
to food production next year is by 
no means satisfactory. Owing to 
the heavy enlistment from Alber- 
ta farm labor is scarce and getting 
scarcer, and wages have risen to 
unprecedented heighis with every 
prospect of going higher. The 
farmer is thereby limited both as 
to what he ean do and as to the 
inducement to do his utmost. He 
is confronted by a shortage of la- 
bor which puts a limit to his op- 
erations,and by an inereasing cost 
for wages and machinery which 
makes him wonder whether his op-
